To avoid disappointment you must use 
the yarn recommended for each design. 

It is also most important that you purchase 
sufficient yarn of the same dye-lot to com¬ 
plete the garment, since it is not possible 
to avoid a slight variation in dyeing each 
dye-lot. 

Tension 

HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION — 

Before you commence knitting, check your 
tension carefully—on this depends the suc¬ 
cess of the finished article. Take the yarn 
and needles specified in the instructions, 
cast on 20 stitches, work 20 rows in plain 
smooth fabric. Lightly press work. Check 
the tension by placing an inch tape across 
the stitches, count the exact number of 
stitches to one inch and compare with the 
tension given in the instructions. All ten¬ 
sions are measured over plain smooth fab¬ 
ric, lightly pressed. If your tension is too 
loose, try a size finer needle. If your ten¬ 
sion is too tight, try a size coarser needle. 
If there is more than one size of needle 
recommended in the recipe and you alter 
the needles to obtain the correct tension in 
plain smooth fabric, corresponding altera¬ 
tions must be made to the needles through¬ 
out the instructions.

THE POCKET LININGS—Using No. 9 Needles, cast 

on 41 stitches. 

1st row. —Knit. 

2nd row. —K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows eighteen times. 

Break off yarn. Leave these sts. on a stitch holder. 

Work another Pocket Lining in same manner.

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice, inc. once at end of 
needle in last row for Sizes A and C only. (68 [B—73] 
[C—78] sts.) 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit to last 6 sts., cast off 3 sts., K.3. 

2nd row.—P.3, cast on 3 sts., purl to end of row. 

3rd row.—Knit. 4th row.—Purl. 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows seventeen times, working a 
buttonhole (as before) in following 33rd and 34th 
rows once. 


2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice, inc. once at beg. of 
needle in last row for Sizes A and C only. (68 [B—73] 
[C—78] sts.) 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows eighteen times. 

Next row.—K.l5, slip next 41 sts. on to a stitch holder 
and leave, slip a set of pocket lining sts. on to left- 
hand needle with right side of work facing, knit across 
these sts. to end of row. ** 

Complete to correspond with Left Front, working 
shapings at opposite ends of needle and omitting 
buttonholes. 


Next row.—K.l2 [B—K.l7] [C—K.22], slip next 
41 sts. on to a stitch holder and leave, slip a set of 
pocket lining sts. on to left-hand needle with right 
side of work facing, knit across these sts. to end of 
row. * * 

Work 107 rows without shaping, working a buttonhole 
(as before) in every following 35th and 36th rows 
from previous buttonhole three times. (5 buttonholes.) 


THE BACK—Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 137 
[B—147] [C—157] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2. * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. *** 


Shape armhole by casting off 9 [B—11] [C—13] sts. 
at beg. of next row, then dec. once at armhole edge 
in every alt. row seven [B—eight] [C—nine] times. 
(52 [B—54] [C—56] sts.) 

Work 21 rows without shaping, working a buttonhole 
(as before) in following 35th and 36th rows from 
previous buttonhole. 

Shape front slope by dec. once at front edge in next 
and every alt. row until 39 [B—40] [C—41] sts. 
remain, then in every following 4th row until 34 
[B—35] [C—36] sts. remain. 


Rep. 1st and 2nd rows seventy-two times. 

Shape armholes by casting off 9 [B—11] [C—13] sts. 
at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Dec. once at each end of needle in next and every alt. 
row until 105 [B—109] [C—113] sts. remain. 

Work 65 [B—67] [C—69] rows without shaping. 
Shape shoulders as follows:— 

1st and 2nd rows.—Work to last 11 [B—12] [C—12] 
sts., turn.

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows three times, inc. once at end 

of needle in last row for Size A only. 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

Sizes A and C only.—1st row.—K.5, * P.1, K.10, rep. 

from * to end of row. 

2nd row.—* P.10, K.l, rep. from * to last 5 sts., P.5. 


[Size B only.—1st row.—* K.10, P.l, rep. from * to 
last 10 sts., K.10. 

2nd row.—* P.10, K.l, rep. from * to last 10 sts., P.10.] 
All Sizes.—Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 
17 ins. from commencement, finishing so that right 
side of work will be facing when working next row. 
Shape armhole by casting off 9 [B—10] [C—11] sts. 
at beg. of next row. 

Work 27 rows without shaping. 

Shape front slope by dec. once at front edge in next 
row and every alt. row nine [B—nine] [C—eleven] 
times, then in every following 4th row eight [B—nine] 
[C—nine] times. (33 [B—36] [C—39] sts.) 

Shape shoulder by casting off 11 [B—12] [C—13] 
sts. at beg. of every alt. row twice. Work 1 row. 
Cast off remaining 11 [B—12] [C—13] sts. 

THE RIGHT FRONT—Using No. 11 Needles, cast 
on 59 [B—65] [C—71] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows three times. Size A only—inc. 
once at beg. of needle in last row. 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

Sizes A and C only.—1st row.—* K.10, P.l. rep. from 
* to last 5 sts., K.5. 

2nd row.—P.5, * K.l, P.10, rep. from * to end of row. 
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Button-up for style — and comfort — in Patons Bluebell 


[Size B only.—1st row.—* K.10, P.1, rep. from * to 
last 10 sts., K.10. 

2nd row.—* P.10, K.l, rep. from * to last 10 sts., P.10]. 

All Sizes.—Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 
17 ins. from commencement, finishing so that right 
side of work will be facing when working next row. 

Complete to correspond with Left Front, working 
shapings at opposite ends of needle. 

THE BACK—Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 121 
[B—131] [C—143] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows three times. 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

Sizes A and C only.—1st row.—K.5, * P.1, K.10, rep. 
from * to last 6 sts., P.1, K.5. 

2nd row.—P.5, * K.l, P.10, rep. from * to last 6 sts., 
K.l, P.5. 

[Size B only.—1st row.—* K.10, P.1, rep. from * to 
last 10 sts., K.10. 

2nd row.—* P.10, K.l, rep. from * last 10 sts., P.10.] 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 17 ins. 
from commencement, finishing so that right side of 
work will be facing when working next row. 

Shape armholes by casting off 9 [B—10] [C—11] sts. 
at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Continue without shaping until armholes measure 
same as Front armholes. 

Shape shoulders by casting off 11 [B—12] [C—13] 
sts. at beg. of next 6 rows. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining 37 [B—39] [C—43] sts. 

THE SLEEVES—Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 57 
[B—63] [C—69] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows eight times, then 1st row once. 
20th row.—Rib 6 [B—rib 4] [C—rib 6], * inc. once 
in next st., rib 10 [B—rib 8] [C—rib 6], rep. from 
* to last 7 [B—5] [C—7] sts., inc. once in next st., 
rib 6 [B—rib 4] [C—rib 6]. (62 [B—70] [C—78] sts.) 
Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—K.3 [B—K.l] [C—K.6], * P.1, K.10, rep. 
from * to last 4 [B—3] [C—6] sts, P.1, K.3 [B—K.2] 
[C—K.5]. 

2nd row.—P.3 [B—P.2] [C—P.5], * K.l, P.10, rep. 
from * to last 4 [B—2] [C—7] sts, K.l, P.3 [B—P.l] 
[C—P.6]. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

Keeping continuity of patt, inc. once at each end of 
needle in next and every following 6th row until there 
are 110 [B—118] [C—126] sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 
19 ins. (or length desired) from commencement, 
finishing so that right side of work will be facing 
when working next row. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of work to mark 
end of sleeve seam. 


Work 14 rows without shaping. 

Shape top of sleeve by casting off 2 [B—2] [C—4] 
sts. at beg. of next 14 [B—6] [C—2] rows, then 3 sts. 
at beg. of following 16 [B—24] [C—28] rows. 

Cast off remaining 34 sts. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE LEFT FRONT BAND—Using No. 11 Needles, 
cast on 29 stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to last st, K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

7th row.—Rib 13, cast off 3 sts, rib 13. 

8th row.—Rib 13, cast on 3 sts, rib 13. 

Continue in rib, working a buttonhole in following 
39th and 40th rows from previous buttonhole until 
5 buttonholes have been worked. 

Work 2 rows in rib. 

Keeping continuity of rib, inc. once at beg. of needle 
in next and every following 4th row until there are 
41 [B—43] [C—45] sts. on needle. 

Work 2 rows without shaping. 

Cast off 27 sts. in rib at beg. of next row. 

Keeping continuity of rib, cast off 2 sts. at beg. of 
every alt. row until all sts. are cast off. 

THE RIGHT FRONT BAND—Work as given for 
Left Front Band, working shapings at opposite ends 
of needle and omitting buttonholes. 

THE COLLAR—Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 59 
[B—63] [C—67] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to last st, K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Keeping continuity of rib, inc. once at each end of 
needle in every row until there are 87 [B—91] 
[C—95] sts. on needle. 

Next row.—Rib 16 [B—rib 18] [C—rib 20], * inc. 
twice in next st, rib 4, rep. from * to last 11 [B—13] 
[C—15] sts, rib to end of row. (Ill [B—115] 
[C—119] sts.) 

Rep. 2nd row once, then 1st and 2nd rows fourteen 
times. Cast off in rib 

THE POCKETS—(Make Two)—Using No. 9 Needles, 
cast on 43 stitches. 

1st row.—* K.10, P.l, rep. from * to last 10 sts, K.10. 
2nd row.—* P.10, K.l, rep. from * to last 10 sts, P.10. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twenty-one times. 

Cast off in rib. 

TO MAKE UP—With a slightly damp cloth and 
warm iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing 
and a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, sew up 
side, shoulder and sleeve seams to coloured threads. 
Sew in sleeves, placing seams to side seams, and rows 
without shaping above coloured threads to cast-off sts. 
on fronts and back. Using a fine back-stitch seam, 
sew front bands to Jacket, then using a flat seam, sew 
collar in position, leaving 27 cast-off sts. on each side 
of lapels. Using a flat seam, sew pockets in position 
as illustrated. Sew on buttons to correspond with 
buttonholes on front bands, also on pockets as illu¬ 
strated. Finally, press all seams. 
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Plain sleeves 
and back 
emphasize 
the pattern

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice, then 1st row once. 
Using No. 8 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

** 1st row.—(Wrong side of work). K.l, * y.fwd., 
slip 1 knitways, K.l, p.s.s.o., rep. from * to end of 
row. 

2nd and 4th rows.—Knit. 

3rd row.—* K.2 tog., y.fwd., rep. from * to last st., 
K.l. 

5th row.—* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

6th row.—Knit. ** 

Rep. from ** to ** until work measures 16 ins. from 
commencement, finishing so that right side of work 
will be facing when working next row. 

Shape armhole by casting off 8 sts. at beg. of next row. 
(39 [B—43] [C—47] sts.) 

Work 9 rows without shaping. 
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Dec. once at front edge in next row and every follow¬ 
ing 4th row twelve [B—thirteen] [C—fourteen] times. 
(26 [B—29] [C—32] sts.) 

Shape shoulders as follows:— 

1st row.—Work to last 9 [B—10] [C—11] sts., turn. 
2nd row.—Work to end of row. 

3rd row.—Work to last 18 [B—20] [C—22] sts., turn. 
4th row.—As 2nd row. Cast off. 

THE RIGHT FRONT—Work as given for Left Front, 
working shapings at opposite ends of needle. 

THE BACK—Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 115 
[B—123] [C—131] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice, then 1st row once. 
Using No. 8 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Purl. 2nd row.—Knit. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 16 ins. 
from commencement, finishing with a purl row. 
Shape armholes by casting off 9 sts. at beg. of next 
2 rows. 

Work 54 [B—58] [C—62] rows without shaping. 
Shape shoulders as follows:— 

1st and 2nd rows.—Work to last 11 [B—12] [C—13] 
sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows.—Work to last 22 [B—24] [C—26] 
sts., turn. 

5th and 6th rows.—Work to last 33 [B—36] [C—39] 
sts., turn. 

7th row.—Work to end of row. Cast off. 

THE LONG SLEEVES—Using No. 9 Needles, cast 
on 57 [B—59] [C—61] stitches. 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times. 

Using No. 8 Needles, rep. 1st and 2nd rows three 
times. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle in next and every following 6th row 
until there are 75 [B—85] [C—93] sts. on needle, 
Sizes A and B only—then in every following 8th row 
until there are 85 [B—89] sts. on needle. 

All Sizes.—Continue without shaping until side edge 
measures 18 ins. (or length desired, allowing 6 rows 
for hem) from commencement, finishing at end of a 
purl row. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of work to mark 
end of sleeve seam. 

** Work 10 rows without shaping. 

Shape top of sleeve by casting off 4 sts. at beg. of 
next 2 [B—6] [C—10] rows, then 3 sts. at beg. of 
next 18 [B—14] [C—10] rows. (23 sts.). Cast off. ** 
Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE SHORT SLEEVES—Using No. 9 Needles, cast 
on 77 [B—81] [C—85] stitches. 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times. 

Using No. 8 Needles, rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 
Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle in next row and every following 4th row 
three times. (85 [B—89] [C—93] sts.) 


Continue without shaping until side edge measures 
5 ins. (or length desired, allowing 6 rows for hem) 
from commencement, finishing at end of a purl row. 
Tie a coloured thread at each end of work to mark 
end of sleeve seam. 

Work as given from ** to ** for Long Sleeves. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE POCKETS—Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 41 ^ 
stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twenty times. Cast off in rib. 
Work another Pocket in same manner. 

THE FRONT BAND AND COLLAR—Using No. 11 
Needles, cast on 19 stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
3rd row.—Rib 8, cast off 3 sts., rib 8. 

4th row.—Rib 8, cast on 3 sts., rib 8. 

Continue in rib, working a buttonhole (as before) in 
every following 31st and 32nd rows until 5 buttonholes 
have been worked.

1 pair each Nos. 7 and 10, 1 set of four No. 10 (12 inch) 

Needle sizes in instructions are those for Average 
Knitters.

With right side of work facing, 
using set of four No. 11 Needles and M., commencing 
at left shoulder seam, knit up 78 [B—84] [C—90] sts. 4^ 

evenly along left side of neck, knit st. from thread, - 

78 [B—84] [C—90] sts. evenly along right side of 

neck and 41 [B—43] [C—45] sts. across back of neck. — 

(198 [B—212] [C—226] sts.) 

1st round.—* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to end of round. - 

Work 8 rounds in rib, dec. once at each side of centre © 
st. in every round, keeping centre st. plain. — 

Work 8 rounds in rib, inc. once at each side of centre (jj - 

st. in every round, keeping centre st. plain. - 

Cast off in rib. 

THE POCKET TOPS—Slip 47 pocket sts. on to a 

No. 11 Needle so that right side of work will be facing _ 

when working next row. 

Using No. 8 Needles and M., proceed as follows:— _ 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. ^ 

2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. _ 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows three times. 

Cast off in rib. — 

Work other Pocket Top in same manner. 

TO MAKE UP—With a slightly damp cloth and 

warm iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing _ 

and a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, sew up . 
side and sleeve seams to coloured threads. Sew in *___ 

sleeves, placing seams to side seams, and rows above 

coloured threads to cast-off sts. on front and back. _ 

Slip-stitch pocket linings in position on wrong side of 
work and pocket tops on right side. Fold neckband 
in halves and slip-stitch lightly in position on wrong 
side of work. Finally, press all seams. 
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
